2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Amendment submitted by the applicants on 9/10/2003 requires that one of the anhydride 
monomers be aromatic. This amendment ovei'came the prior ait of record HUMMERICH (US 
6,071,994) as the prior art teaches use of aliphatic anhydrides only. 

Updated seaixh report resulted in disclosure of DEVINY (US 5,883,208), where 
polyanhydrides are utilized as binders for metal substrates. This prior art is also not applicable 
against present claims, as it only teaches to use one type of anhydride compoxmd. In fact the 
prior art of DEVINY in paragraph 4, lines 29-3 1 teaches away from using more than one 
anhydride compound.
